made the statem ent am .outed to him 
at the beginning of this article. 
President Baer, evid* ntly appreciat- 
Ing th at he had gone too far, bowed to 
Governor Odell and raid: 
"Governor, I beg your pardon. 
No 
personal affront was intended, and we 
will listen to any suggestions you may 
have to m ake; but again I repeat that 
we m ust refuse to recongnlze the union 
as represented by Mr. Mitchell.” 
"I believe,” t-aid the governor, "that 
your position is absolutely untenable? 
lf coal operators, railroad 
men 
and 
other business men can combine for 
m utual profit and protection, there is 
no reason why laboring men should 
not.” 
“W hat is the proposition?” said Mr. 
Baer, coldly. 
“Ju st this,” said Governor Odell. “ I 
am sure th at the labor organization of 
which Mr. Mitchell is the head, de­ 
sires him to br fair with the general 
public. 
If the operators will consent 
to give the men five cents a ton in­ 
crease I will personally present it to 
the minors and I believe they will ac­ 
cept it. 
It is a fair proposition.” 
“ Does this mean, Governor 
Odell, 
th a t we are to recognize the m iners' 
union?” Mr. Raer asked. 
“ It certainly does,” answered Gov­ 
ernor Odell quickly, “and there is no

f the city of Charleston, the 
cradle of the southern upris- 
log iii 1801, held out against 
I S C B l northern attacks till near the 
end of the long war, it was not for lack 
of enterprise In the camps of the Fed­ 
erals. Attempts to take Charleston by 
land were never pushed to the extreme 
of a grand battle, but a desperate and 
picturesque encounter was fought In 
the swuI.;j.j southwest of the city 
Oct. 22, 1802. 
Early In the summer of 1802 General 
O, ll. Mltchel was sent from the west 
to command the Federal army lying at 
Hilton head, the entrance of Port Roy­ 
al sound. Havannab, Indow Charleston, 
was blockaded by the Federals In Fort 
Pulaski, as Charleston was by the Fed­ 
eral navy. Hilton head, between the 
two harliorg, gnve the Federals control 
of the coast. It occurred to General 
M itchell active brain that a force 
might push inland from Hilton head, 
cut the railroad between Savannah 
and Charleston and open the way for a 
land attack upon both cities. 
General Mltchel was succeeded In 
Octol«T by General J. M. Rrannan, 
who set out to fulfill the plans of his 
former chief. The expedition moved !u 1 
two detachments on Oct. 22. Taking : 
two brigades, with a corps of engineers 
and artillerymen, Rrannan sailed the 
night of the 21st ap Broad river and 


alarmed by the show of force, again 
re*reated. .Meanwhile Colonel Barton’s 
expedition up the Coosa w hatch Ie took 
lmrt In the general attack. The Con­ 
federate 
commander 
at 
Pocotallgo, 
General Walker, had early telegraphed 
to Savannah for help, and the Elev­ 
enth South Carolina, with a detach­ 
ment of Swamp guards, started by 
train to run to Pocotallgo. 
Barton 
found light skirmishers of cavalry on 
the road, but, driving them before him, 
marched to the village. A negro guide 
Informed Rarton that a work train had 
Just passed over the road toward Sa­ 
vannah. A steam whistle was heard In 
the distance. As a matter Bf caution 
Barton lined his men up by the track 
and threw his cannon into position. In 
a few minutes the train appeared In 
sight on a curve, several of the cars 
being flats, crowded with troops. 
The train swept on, giving no chance 
for parley. It was carrying re-enforce- 
ments to General Walker to defend Po­ 
cotallgo, Barton gave the order to fire, 
and the train was raked with canister 
and bullets. 
Many Confederates fell 
from the cars, and several who were 
only scared Jumped for their lives and 
fan off Into the woods lining the track. 
The victims belonged to the Eleventh 
South Carolina, and their leader, Major 
Harrison, was among the killed. 
After the train passed Barton toro 
up the track and hastened toward the

I The Confederate commander at l ’oeo- 
tuligo had early w arning of the land­ 
ing of the Federals, and being In touch

prepared to dispute the invading foe. 
Brannan brought up his own artillery 
and quickly brushed aw ay the battery 
but the Confederates in retreating de­ 
stroyed the bridges over the swamps 
behind them. 
Brauna ifs engineers constructed new 
bridges aud the column moved on a 
mile and a half and ran into another 
battery posted ou a plantation. 
The 
new' battery was in a wood with a deep 
swamp in front. The causew ay across 
the swamp had one bridge, which the 
enemy had destroyed. Du both sides 
of tho road, to the right and left of 
the Federals, the thicket w as den-e 
and intersected by a w ater ditch. A 
terrific shower of grape, canister, shot, 
shell and bullets swept the thicket and 
Brannan’s men found them selves in a 
desperate ambush. 
B raunau’s artillery took up the bat­

1 1 charging through the swampy thicken 
I or backing out of the expedition. Bran 
, nan promptly ordered the infantry to 
charge through the thicket to the edge 
of the swaiiip in front and at the game 
time sent two sections of artillery to 
move up the causew ay to the mined 
bridge. 
The Infantry could only get 
through the thicket a step at a d in k 
and men were constantly falling under 
the im ii of missiles from the enemy o 1 
the further side.

General W alker, however 
feared that his flank would be attacked 
from th at direction. He concentrated 
his force, which was laiger than B ran­ 
nan s, at the Lridge and opened a 
murderous tire from several cannon 
upon the Federals, who continued to 
press forward. 
W alker ordered 
the 
Pocotallgo bridge destroyed in self de­ 
fense. 
Being w ithout am m unition fur 
his artillery, B rannan decided to re­ 
tire to his boats, satisfied th at the 
enemy was too much for his force. 
Brannan lost 340 men aud officers 
killed and wounded. The victims were 
chiefly from the Forty-seventh, Fifty- 
fifth and Seventh-sixth Ponusjdvanla. 
Among the killed wore five IVnnsyl- 
vanla captains. 
The leader of the ar­ 
tillery 
in 
B ranuan’s 
column 
was 
Lieutenant Guy V. Henry, who rose to 
the rank of major general in the 
Spanish war. General Joseph Hawley, 
at present representing Connecticut in 
the United Slates senate, w as also 
with the expedition in command of the 
Seventh Connecticut volunteers. 
The Confederates reported 163 casu­ 
alties in both affairs. 
While the fir­ 
ing upon a train of troops under cir­ 
cumstances like those a t Coosawhatch- 
fe seems barbarous, there were sev­ 
eral instances of the kind during the 
war. Both sides w'ere offenders In this 
respect, but in every case the troops 
fired upon were re-enforcements rush- 
ing to tho field of battle and the firing 
was done by troops sent to head them 
off. It was a choice between warlike 
tactics and vandalism, firing soldier 
fashion or wrecking the train.
